And Win Generally Over Entire Nation

Demoeratic Landslide. Puts Walter
M. Pierce in Oregon's Guber-
nutorinl Chair—Biggs and
Lackey Win in County

By large majorities the democrat-
ic nominees over the entire natlon,
gonerally speaking, were carrled in-
to office as the result of the ballot-
ing last Tuesdny. It wns a demo-
cratie landslide in all bhut & few
pentterad sootlons.

In Oregon Walter M. Pierce won
by over 30,000 thousand, defeating
Ben W. Oleott. In Malheur county
tae race between them was close,
Plerce carried Ontario’s three pre-
incts by 362 to 318. Oleott carried
ii Vale and Nyssa by substantial
majorities, and carried protically all
of the country precincts.

Judge Dalton Biggs was returned

to office by a majority of about 1000
votes, his mnjorities being over 600
yin Malheur county, and . according
to reports recelved here, 250 In
Grant and 1§0 to 200 In Harney
county.

¢, H. Oxman who had no opposi-
tion, will suceeed Frank M., Vines as
county commissioner,

Malbheur county stayed in the re-
publican column despite the big
change made in the complexion of
Ontario’s vote which was 362 for
Pierce and 312 for Oleott, a major-
ity of 40 for the successful candi-
date.

Against All Measures

Malheur county sald no to all the
proposed constitutional amendments,
initiative measures and refered bills.
The two relief measures for Linn
and Benton county came nearest to
getting the approval of the Malheur
county voters, being beaten by but
200 votes each, thelir vote being re-
spectively Linn county tax, yes 462,
no 684; Benton and Linn tax, yes
462, no 648,

For the twenty-four precinots re-
ported the following were the totals
on tthe measures B8Single tax, yes
251, no 1108; exposition measure
yes 417, no 9$96; Ihcome tax, yes
482, no 910. School bill, yes 893,
no 1817.

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DOOLITTLE ELECTED
BY NARROW MAJORITY

Caucus Ticket for Council Prevalls
In Tuesday's Balloting—Record
Vote s COnst—Interest
Runs High

In what {8 declared by old time
residents to have been the most
spirited election In the history of
Ontario, Mayor W. H. Doolittle was
re-elocted Tuesday by a majority of
16 over Geo. W. Haw, the eaucus
nominee, while the candidates for
the council nominated by the cau-
cus were elected by majorities vary-
ing from 46 to over one hundred,

Due to the interest which the ¢on-

test aroused Ontario polled the
largest vote in Its history In a elty
election. For example the third
ward which two years ago polled on-
Iy 160 votes this year reached 260;
while the first ward which seldom
hag reached the 1256 mark went to
200.
« The election was marked by some
bitterness and charges of over zeal-
ous actlvity on the part of officials
in the third precinet were made, and
Sheriff Noe was asked to instruet
them relative to thelr duties. Aside
from this the campalgn was marked
only by the work of friends cf both
tickets in getting out the vote,

LACKEY IS WINNER IN
LEGISLATIVE CONTEST

Democratic Candidate Carrles Couns
ty By About 300 Votes—Wins
Generally in Lower Oounty
Precinets and Bome in
Upper Valley

James A. Lackey, candidate on
the democratic ticket, was elected
to represent Malheur county in the
next leginlature and thus has the
honor of belng the first man to rep-
resent the distriet since Malheur
county was made a district by It-
self. Mr. Lackey's majority, with
23 of the 88 precincts reported was
389, the vote being 1168 to 819,

Generally speaking outside of On-~
tario the candidates ran about even,
Mr. Lackey carrying the Bnake riv-
er precinets nd Bully, Brogan and
Juntura; while Mr, Crandall won
Vale, Grange, Nyssn, Owyhea and
Big Bend.

Both men were strong In their
home towns, Mr, Crandall reveiving
a 10 to 1 vote in North Vale, a four
to one vote In Bouth Vale, and a 3
to one vote in Grange. In Ontarlo
first precinet Lackey won six to one,
and the same in precinot three:
while he carried the second precinet
three to one. Cairo he ecarried ten
to one, This Is his home precinet.

BAKER PROVED EASY
FOR ONTARIO HIGH

Locals Run Off With Victory By
Beore of 88 (o 0—Take Ball
Length of Field by SBtraight
Line Smashes and Score

Quickly

SBmashing through the Baker line,
cireling the ends and outplaying the
Baker boys in every department of
the game the local High school foot-
bull ieam gave its supporters a real
traat last Friday afternoon winning
from their old rivals by a score of
48 to 0. This I8 the first victory
Ountario has enjoyed over Baker,
The nearest Ontarlo ever came to
winning was in 1906 when the score
wasa tled 0 to 0,

Ontarlo’s line so far out charged
the Baker forwards that the back
field ball luggers had plenty of time
to goet thelr plays started and showed
the Baker offensive to be weak,
Shay and Kanyld alternated in
Marathoning the ball down the field.

A pample of Ontarlo's consistent
attack was glven after the first
kick-off. Taking the ball on their
own ten yard line they marched
stralght down the field for a touch-
down without relinquishing the ball,
A second’ ouchdown was made in
that gquatrter and two more in the
socond.

Kauyid and Shay were taken out
in the second half and the subs car-
rled on In great style picking the
holes which Wiseman and Luehrs
opened Iin the line. Frank Van
Petton scored one of the touchdowns
on & freak play as the result of
Heltzmans blocking of a Baker punt.

RANCHER DROWNS WHEN
FORDING SNAKE RIVER

Horman F. Bicrman Drowned Near
McPherson Island—DLoss  Dis-
covered Next Day When
Horse and Buggy are
Found In Stream

Herman F'. Blerman, aged 31, who
lived on the 8. D. Dorman ranch
southwest of Ontario was drowned
Tuesday morning in an attempt to
ford the 8nake river from the Ore-
gon mainland to MePherson's Is-
Iand. As yet the body has not been
found though searching parties have
done everything possible for days.

The aceldent was not discoverad
until 24 hours after It Thappened
when relutives having missed Mr.
Bierman made inguiry and search
was started. Mr., Bierman had
gtarted for the lsland with a horse
and buggy and attempted to ford the
stream it {8 belleved, and the horse
evidently dropped off the ford into
a hole, for the water is not deep,
and Alex M¢Pherson declares that
it ean be forded the year round with
out compelling the horse to swim,

The tirs searching party was pot
long in finding evidence of the
tragedy, for just 600 yards from the
tord the body of the horse and the
buggy were located. Though the
river has been dragged and dynamite
used, as yet the body of Mr, Blerman
has not been recoverad.

Mr. Blerman eame to this segtlon
some 16 or 20 years ago. Ten years
ago he married Miss Fanny Bros-
nan, daughter of M. and Mrs, Jerry
Brosuan who live west of Ontarlo on
the Vale road. To them three chil-
dren aged seven, four and elght
months were born. Beside his wife
and children he is survived by his
alster, Mra. Thomas Btewart and a
brother Gus Blerman of Beattle, who
arrived here today to ald in the
search.
